* This increase of assets is owing principally to the amount received from 
the State under the provisions of the National Bank tax law. This law was 
passed by the Legislature, last year, after the appropriations for the town 
were made. 

Had it been known that such a law was to be enacted, the town might have 
made less appropriations for town charges, and thus have materially reduced 
their rate of taxation last year. 

In their estimates for the present year, the Selectmen have taken into con- 
sideration this excess, and also on the supposition that the law will be con- 
tinued in force, they have reduced the estimates of appropriations for town 
charges from $4,500 to $1,000.
